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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3-12, 14-15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1, 9, 12 and 15 

The closest prior art of Yarvin et al. teaches a DOM stored locally that is 
modifiable and that defines user interface elements. Doerksen also teaches a proxy that 
allows a local copy of a DOM to be updated to modify an interface. Neither reference 
suggests the means of claim 12 or 15 of the products of claim 1 and 9 to parse a markup 
language file to generate the DOM locally and then receive a value from the user to 
update the hierarchy and perform at test to determine if the hierarchy can be updated 
independent of the markup file and if so updating the browser window and if not setting a 
dirty flag, as amended. 

The prior art above does not suggest either alone or in combination the features of 
the amended claims as outlined above. Therefore the claims are allowed over the prior 
art. 

Claims 3-8> and 10-11, 14: 

These claims are dependent upon Claims 1, 9, 12 and 15 and are thus are allowable 
for the same reasons indicated above.
